The permanent Engagements coucluded (No. I)-were of two [पतेर 
for each of vhich separate security was taken. The first form was 
08116 ^“ Fao'el Zamin““; and was 8 security-bond providing for the gene- 
ral peace of ६0७ country and the protection of the possessions of the 
Britisn Govornment, tho Peshwa and the Oaekwar. This engagement 
was 81641160 by the Bhatf of the Chief, and for the faithful porformance 
of its torms counter-security was taken from 80716 other Chief, 80 as to 
68181118} & chain of responsibility, making each काथं answerable for his 
neighbour. The 86600 ण्त्‌ of engagement was for the payment of ४ 
fixod tributo in perpotuity; and for this security was given renewable 
after ten १९88. When the Ohiefs paid no tribute to tho Gaekwar, the 
engagement of the first 17 only was taken. 


Disregarding morely verbal differences, the Va'el Zamin bonds may 
be divided into fivo main (0188868 :-

Phe 00518 of Palitana and Lathi &0 not appear ४० have been called 
upon to give formal seourity in this way. The Ohief of Navanagar 28 
belisved to havo excouted a Fa'el Zamin bond in 1807, but neither the 
original, nor $ copy भ it, is fortheooming. The Ohief ण Jafrabad 
Vanjira - ho vwas not tributary to the Gaekvwar) did not exeoute any 
bond. The Ohief of Palaupur executed a bond for the payment ग tribute 
to the Gaekwar in 1809, aimilar to thoase givon by the Chiefs of Kathiawar. 


After theas engagoments wero concluded, a MNemorandum (No. V) 
० the engagement wes given to each Ohief under the guarantee of the 
British Govornmont. 706 settloments made in 180 were based upon tho 
atate of things existing at the time, and this is the period to कालो all 
enquiries in disputes regarding lands or hereditary rights in Kathiawar 
aro limited. 


The princinle of the Fa'el Zamin ¶ bonds was developed later; for 
१08४8708 in 1821-22 (No. XIII) vhen, under arrangemontse with the 
Peshwa and the Gaekwar, the British Government had acquired exclusive 
authority in Kathiawar; and again in somo instances so late as 1860. 
Iu भा 14 0०068, coming under the general designation of हे Zamin, 
were taken from the same number ग Chiefs, and are atill in exisſtenco. 


It ia remarkahle that, in all the arrangements of 1807, the rights of 
the Pehwa in Kathiawar were overlooked. The Gaekwar was entitled 
to tho groater part of the Kathiawar tribute, not in his own right, but in 
his capacity of farmer for the Peanwa. Vet the engagements concluded 
were drawn up solely in the Gaekwar's name. The Peshwa's consent to 
the saettloment was never aaked, nor was he शरश informed of vhat had 
been १००९ धा 1814, after ६16 Gaekwar's lease had expired, and the 
disputes arose between the Pesnwa and the Gaekwar which ended in the 
murder of Gangadhar Shastri.

But in this draft agreoment the mistake was 10946 of deacribing tho 
engagementa as settlements for ten years, whereas only the collataral 
aecurity 0910 was renewable after ten years, the settlewents being in 
porpetuity. The Peshwa did not assent to this draft agreement and 
presented कोणाः to be aubstituted for it. Besides these, several other 
proposed engagementa were exchanged in the course of the negotiations, 
but no 9781 agreement was comoe to, till the discussions were ended by the 
Preaty of 1817 (2ee Vol. VII, The Peshwa, No. XV). Artiele 7 of this 
ceded to the Britiah Government all the Peshwa's rights in Kathiawar. 
Sineeo the Agroéement of 1820 (2ee Part II. Baroda, No. XVIII) with the 
Oaekwar, by vhieh he engaged to send no troops into Kathiawar and 
to make no demands on the province except through the BPritich Govern- 
ment, the supreme authority in Kathiawar has been vested in the British 
Uovernment alone; first in its owu share acquired under the Preaty गं 
1817, and aecondly in the OGaekwar's share by virtue of the Agreement 
of 1320. In Amroeli, however, and the other portions of Rathiawar 
ineluded in the term ^" Pauch Mahals,“g which had come under the 
direct rule of the Gaekwar, and in Oxchamandal, which, after 1४8 con- 
quest by the Britih Government, wus ceded to the Gaekwar by the 7Tth 
Artiele of ihe Trenty of 1817, the internal münagement is conducted कर 
the ofſieers 0 tho Oaekwar. 


The Kathinwar Ohiefs, partly णण their pecuniary emburrassmenta,

in the legitimate exercise of nuthority over their own dependentae. But, 
with this exception, no magiesterial Interforenco in the administration of 
the territories ऽप] नत to ® various Chiefs was exorcised by the Political 
Agent. This arrangement, vhieh was slightly modified णि Rathiawar 
Oriminal Court Rules framed in 1916, continued until tho IOth October 
1924, when the entire administration of justice was reorganised: and, 
in addition to the existing Chief Court ण Criminal Justice, the Judicial 
Oommissioner was invesſsted with the powers of à High Court, except in

The inveatigations made at the settloment in 180. revealed the fact 
that the Rajput tribes in Kathiawar, more particularly tho Jadejas and 
Jethwas, were पवताद to the barbarous pructice of female infanticide: 
and Colonel Walker was inatrueted to endeavour to induce the prineipal 
Obiefs in Kathiawar to hind themselves and their followers to renounce 
the erime. 116 succeeded in persuading twenty Chiefs aud their Bhayad, 
ipeluding every Jadeja Chief who enjoyed the amallest sopnrate jurisdie- 
४०४, to sign an Eugagement (No. VI) binding thamselves under penalties 
to prohibit infauticido, and इरा, the Britich Goverument and the 
Gaokvwar the right to punish offenders. The Engagement comprised 
within its obligation every Jadeja family inhabiting the peninsula of 
Gujarat. Violations of tho Engagement occurre, and in some 06868 its 
formal renewal was demanded. Arrangementse for the suppression of 
infanticido among the Jadejas of the Palanpur Agenoy were made 10 
1818, and in 1827 these were formally confirmeò by an Agreement (No. 
XIV). 706 evil was also very prevalont in Cuteh, vhere vigorous 
measures were taken for its suppression, special provision being made 
for this in the Treaty of 1819. Iu 1834 the एतशो Government issued 8 
proclamation to all the Kathiawar Chiefs, reminding them of their 
engagements and declaring their intention to punish persons guilty of 
infanticido in प्ल manner as might be, condueive to the (00 2166 
suppression of the practice.

Special efforts were made in 1808 to suppress the pirates who 10165050

In 1620 4 Notification (No. इ) was 860६ to भा the तामह of Kathia- 
कथा, regarding the patssago of opium through their territories: and in 
1821 they wero required (No. XI) to purehase opium,* noeded for retail 
8816, from tho Government store. They agreed to both these require- 
ments: and the Ohiefs of the Palanpur Agenoy, vho also recerved the 
former notification, recorded their agreoment to it in 1822 (No. XII). 
It was found, however, that tho Kathiawar Ohiefs had not adequatoly 
fulſilled their engagoments: and 17९8) rules, to proteet Imperial interests, 
wore laid down in 1878. The consequent agreemont was signed by only 
¢ few ण the minor Talukdars of Kathiawor, though it was accepted by 
all the States in the Palanpur Agency (Nos. XXVI and XXVIH in 
1879. The othor Kathiawar Ohiefs submitted a representation to Gov- 
ernmont, claiming ४० be allowed to eultivate and manufacture opium 
and to receivo opium {णि Government duty-freo. These cluims wore dis- 
allowod. The Government of India ruled in 1881 that the Britiehb 
Government had always exereised the right of levying 9 duty on opium, 
and that the prohibition of the cultivation and manufacture of opium 
was of long standing and had been acquiesced in by the Btates of 
Kathiawar, and must continus. The pass fee, however, was reduced, 
Qovernment reserving the right to 78186 it chould the States not loyally 
eo-operate for the suppreasion of illicit traffe. The leading States then 
proposed cortain modifications in the rules. They would have had the 
eſfect of precluding the Britian Government from raising the pase fee 
and reducing tho drawback. These concessions were refused, but the 
States wore in 1881 permitted to purchase opium in the Bombay marhbet.

Theo British Gov- 
ernment determined to maintain the Chiefs in the full enjoyment of चना 
possosaions and righte as they existed at the time of the Treaty of 1819, 
and to mediate between the Rao and his Bhayad 80 as to maintain the 
equilibrium of power as it existed at the time of the Treaty. On the 
other hand, it was necessary to encourage and strengthen the Rao in the 
पि] exerciso of all his legitimate rights. It was further laid down that 
the Britih Government were under no obligation to ९४०५6 the engage- 
ment in the Treaty of 1834 vhich provided for the governwent of the 
country by the Rao under the advice of his ministers and the' Bhayad. 
In regard to the general administration, tho Rao was to be left in the 
exeroise of full authority in his own landa: as to the eatates of the Ohiofs, 
it was proposed that the Rao शापात्‌ have a council whom he would be 
bound to consult. In case of difference the counoil, or the Chief vhoae 
intereſtse wero affected, might appeal to the British representative and 
finally to tho Bombay Government. Rxieting holders of jurisdietion 
vere to be 01889106 on à combined consideration of their 20856881006 and 
intelligenceo, a certain amount of eivil and eriminal jurisdietion being 
assigned to them, vhile the remainder 08 7886756 to ६6 Rao through 
the (णतम). A 0९९6०00 was made to the Rao that his ministor शोणा 
represent him in the council. These principles were embodied in 8 draft 
agreement; but it was not acceptablo to ४06 Rao, and cortain modifications 
were introduced in 1868 as > compromise, providing in all reasonablo 
respeots for the maintenance of the recognisod rights of tho Rao. The 
latter, however, atrongly objected to the terms of this agreement as tend- 
ing to raias unduly tho ग्ज of ꝛomo of he Bhayad, to curtail his ovn 
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authority, and to introduee innovations opposed to the usage of the coun- 
try. As the न्म Government were desirous to obtain the cordial con- 
eurrenco of ध Ohief in भाङ्‌ improvements in the administration, he was 
allowed the fullest possiblo opportunity of urging his objections to any 
proposals whioh might be supposed to affect his rights in any vay, and 
7 1872 he found himself in 9 position to propose an agreement for the 
constitution of the Bhayad court, vhieh met with the general eoncurrence 
of the Britiah Goveornmont. Further discuscion, however, ००७९ regard- 
ing the rules, and the settloment aud rules were finally sanctioned (No. 
XIII)* by the Bombay Government in 1876. Rao Pragmal died with- 
out formally affixing his signature to the rules and settlement, but his 
intention to sign them was accepted. The Bhayad were informed that 
it had beeon found necessury to revise the original settlement of 1868; 
that all guaranteed rights of their body had been sufficiently conserved 
under the new rulds; and that Government had evory confidence that < 
court would be worked to their satisfaotion. 


Rao Pragmal died in January 1876, and was succeeded by his eldest 
8011 the present Maharao Khengarji, born on the 29 August 1866.

Kathiawar.

The ruling family of Porbandar helonga to the tribe of Jethwa Raj- 
puta. At the time of the aettlement of Kathinwar the ruling कीरा क्रः 
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Sartanji, but the 81४४९ was virtually managed by 978 800 Halloji. At 
tho ९०86 of the eighteenth century the State was subjected to many ex- 
actions from its neighbours; and, besides the revonue payable to the 
Gaekwar, it paid a tribute of Ra. 7, 200 to Junagadh, Rs. 2,000 to the 
Babi Chief of Bantwa, Ra. 1, 933 to the Kashati of Mangrol, and 8. 1,400 
to the Portuguenmo aettloment at Diu. 

In 1809 Rana Sartanji quarrelled with his son, in consequence of 
which a rebellion broke out: and the fort of Kandorna 98 seized by the 
morcenary troops of the Chief, vho made it over to the Jam of Nawa- 
797. The भात्‌ of the Britiah Government was called in, and hy them 
the mercenaries were expelledo. For the purpose of obtaining the con- 
tinued zupport of the Britiah Government, the Ohief ceded in 1809 (No 
LXXIX) half the port of Porhandar, and a party of sepoys vna stationed 
there. The engagement was modified आ 1859 and the fixed णा of 
Rs. 24,083 whieh had previously been paid annually hy the Rana in 
commutation of the cuatoma rights in the port of Porbandar ५४8 reduced 
and fixed at Ra.

In 1922-23 the manufacture of Vadagra 891६ was again allow- 
od to the State, and the payment of the compensation ceased in 1923-24.

ERODA. Onse ot ibe 1006४ distinguiched among the first Mahratta 

leaders was Khandi Rao Dabhare, vho maintained his followers in 
Gujarat and Kathiawar, from which provinces he exacted tribute. In 
the struggle for supremacy in the Mahratta confederacy, he saupported 
the cause of Shahuji, and was raised by him to the rank of Senapati or 
Commander-in-Ohief. Onse of his ०8९९8, 10810911 Gaekvwar, was on his 
recommendation appointed second in command. Khandi Rao and 
Deamaji Gaekwar died within 9 few months of each other in 1721, and 
were aueceeded in office, the former hy his कण Trimbak Rao 09070४76, 
and the latter by his nephew Pilaji Gaekwar. 


In 1729 the Peahwa Baji Rao obtained from Sarbuland Khan, the 
Moghul Deputy in Gujarat, ४ oession of the ehauth and other dues of that 
provinco: and, among other conditions of the grant; engaged to prevent 
Mahratta subjects from taking part with disturbers of the peace. This 
condition was (1118 aimed at Trimbak Rao Dabhare and Pilaji Gaekvwar, 
who considered 1४ to be an encroachment on their rights. Trimbak Rao 
therefore entored into negotiations with गश Mabratta leaders in Gujs- 
rat to oppose the Peshwa's claime; but was defeated and elain in battle 
11 1731, and the Pechvwa's rights in Gujarat were thus established. 
Veshwant Rao, the infant aon of Trimbak Rao, was appointed to the 
rauk of Senapati, and Pilaji Gaekwar was confirmed in his former 708४ 
with the title ० 8९०४ Khas Khel. It was agreed that the 2950 8 and 
the Senapati 80० पत not interfere with eaoh other's possessiona, and that 
Teshwant Rao ehould 095७ the entire management of Gujarat, paying 
half the 99४९ to the Peshwa and accounting for भा oontributions 
leviod · from countries २0४ mentioned in the 2०508 of cession givon by 
8977४199 Khan to the Peshwa. The ceesion of the chauih by Sarhbu- 
land Khan vwas, howevor, disallowed by the Emperor ० Delhi: 8 न्नर 
land Kkan vas remored from ०9९७ and zuperaoded by Abhai एर 
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Raja of Jodbpur, णि one of vhose emisearies Pilaji तथभत जिह 
murdored. 


Damaji Gaekvwar, 8070 of Pilaji, avenged his father's murder and sue- 
oeeded in wresting the vhole of Gujarat from tho Moghuls. Veshwant 
Rao, when he came of age, proved quite incompetent for his post, ००१ 
the Dabharo family gave placo to the Gaekwars. Damaji Gaekwar sup- 
ported Tara Bai in an effort she made to free her grandson, the Rajs 0। 
Satara, from the thraldom of the Peahwa Ralaji Raji Rao; णपा he wae 
treacherously 8९726 by the Peshwa, and was not released till he agreod“ 
to pay to the Pechwa 15 lakhs of rupees as arrears of tribute from 
GQujarat, and to chare équally all his poasessions and future conquests. 
In 1762-58 the Peshwa ohtained ह partitionf of Damaji Gaekwar's 007. 
quests in Kathiawar, and the Gaekwar agreed to assist the Peshwa with 
troops when necessary. Therenfter the armies of Damaji Gaekwar and 
of the ष्णो under Raghuba proceeded to the joint conquest of 
Gujarat. In 1755 tho Moghul Government in Ahmedabad was entirely 
aubverted, and the town and couutry were shared hetween the Peshwa 
and ihe Gaekwar. Damnji Gaekwar supported Raghuba in his rebellion 
against Madho Rao, and furnished him with troops under his son, Govind 
Rao. But in this war Damaji was defented and punished by the im- 
position of an aunual tribute of Rs. 5,25,000, and annual service with 
31000 horse during peace and 4, 000 during war. Hoe ५180 agreed to pay 

8. 2,64, 000 for certain distriets whichthe Peshwa promised to restore 
to him, making 018 tribute in all Rs. 7,79, 000. He left four 8018, 
Sayaji, his eldest oon hy his äecond wife; Govind Rao, his second son, 
by his first wife; and Manaji and Fateh Singh by his third wife. Govind 
Rao was at Poona at the time of 918 father's death पात, by the payment 
of a large 11821 to {76 7९४ Madho Rao, and by agreeingt to the 
arrungements wvhich had been eoncluded witn Damaji three years beforo, 
he procured his recognition as successor to his father's rank of Sena 
Khas Khel. But Fateh Singh urged the superior elaim of Sayaji, the 
eldest son, who was an idiot; and the Peshwa, vhose object was to 
divide the family and thereby redueé the Guekwar's power, aubsequently 
admittedß Sayaji's right, thus making the brothers Goviud Rao and 
Fateh Singh implacable enemies. To etreugthen his position Fateh 
Singh made overtures णि an alliancoe with the Britich Government in 
1772, but his proposal was rejected. In January 1773, howevor, au 
Agreement (No. I) was made with him. This provided that the तकभा 
४118 60818 of the rovenues of Bronch, गालो the ए) Government 
had taken by assault in November 1772, was to romain on the 68118 
footing as under the government of tho Nawab ० Broach. 


After tho murder of Narayan Rao, 106 Pechva Raghuba again rooog 
nised the claim of Govind Rao. Therefore, vhen Raghuba fled io 
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0११४८४६ before the army of 6 ministerial party ४६ 0008 vho sup- 
ported the elaim ग Madho Rao Narayan, the poethumous son of Narayan 
Rad, to the position of Peshwa, he found an ally in Govind Rao and an 
enemy in Tateh Singh. When the Bombay force joined the army ot 
Raghuha, an unsuccessful attempt vas made to detaeh Pateh शाड्व 
from the cause of the ministerial party. But, after 8006 8४९९९8866 had 
heen gained hy the BRritiah troopa in Gujarat, 8 Treaty (No. TI) wos 
mediated between Fateh Singh and Raghuba, by which it vas agreed 
that भोर former achould furnish troopa and money to Raghuba, who 
mhould provide Govind Rao जापर 8 jagir in the Deccan, and that the 
फिक्र Government, as guurantors of the treaty, should receive tho 
Gaekwar's share of the revenues of Broach and several villages in per- 
petuity. This treaty was abrogated by the orders of the Bengal Govorn- 
ment, whieh dizolved the connection vith Raghuba. Then followed 
the Preaty of Purandhar (ee The Peshwa, Vol. VII), coneluded by 
Colonel VUpton with the ministerial party at Poona; one of the prori- 
sions of whieh was that the cessions made by Tateh Singh ahould ०८ 
restored to him 11 it could be proved that he had no authority to make 
them without the previous consent ण the Pehwa's Government.

The claims of Govind Rao were, however, aupported by 
Madhuji Scindia. Manaji applied for the protection म the British 
Qovernment under the Troaty of 1780; but interferenco was deolined on 
the ground that that treaty had heen superseded by the Treaty of Salbai. 
१06 family quarrel was terminated by the death of Manaji in August 
1793 and the auccescion of Govind Rao, vho ०8 required to pay large 
8्ा08† to the Peshvua and to aign an agreement ceding to the Peshwa the 
09० 978 01801608 60४) of the Tapti and his शका of the eusſtoms of 
Surat. This cescion was afterwards relinquiehed by the Peshvwn, the 
एधा Government having objected to it as 8 dismemberment of the 
Gaekvarꝰs territory contrary to the provisions of the Treaty of Salbai. 


498 Shelukar, the Pehwa's Deputy in Gujarat, excited the enmity 
of Govind Ran by levying contributions in the Gaekvwar's villuges. This 
led to hoetilities, to wühieh the Gaekvwar vwas further incited by एषु Rao, 
as 409 Shelukar was a aupporter of the Ministoer Nana Farnavis. Tho 
quarrel was materially affected by the intervention of the PDritiuh 
Government. On the death of the Nawab of Surat in 1799, the British 
Government endeavoured to obtain the cession of the Gaekwar's 80876 of 
the chauth of Surat and the aurrounding distriets. To this the Gaekwar 
consented conditionally on the Peahwa's sanetion being obtained, and 
19 the-hope of securing aseistance against Aba Shelukar.

` 0०१16 Rao died in Septoember 1800 and his eldest aon Anand Rao 
was aeknovwledged as his 6०९९९७७०. He was of weak intelleet, and tho 
powers of the Stato जकर usurped उ his illegitimato half-brother Kan- 
hoji Rao, vho was, howerer, deposod by Raoji Appaji, the miniater of 
Gorind Rao, supported by his brothor Babaji. The ९8०४७ of Kauboji 
vas espoused by Malhar Rao, cousin of Govind Rao, vhose father had 
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been a eupporter of Govind Rao in his atruggles with Fateh Singh but was 
discaticfied ऋध the treatment he had received after the accesaion ग 
Govind Rao to power. Thse strugglo was ended by Raoji Appaji throwing 
himself on the protection-of the एत्न Government, and agreeing, by 8 
0०९७६०० (No. VI) eoncluded on the 165 Harob 1802, to receiveo a 
aubaidiary {0706 from tho Bombay Government and to 060९6 the chauth of 
Surat and the pargana of (णा, on condition of boing supported 
५९81118४ Malhar Rao. After a ehort campaign Malhar Rao surrendered, 
and was given an allowance of Re. 1, 26, 000 & yoar. Both Malhar Rao 
and Kanhoji saubsequently rebelled more than once. Kanhoji was 
eventually romoved to Madrus in 1812, in consequenee of his having con- 
epired with tho Jam of Nawanagar to secure his own elevation to the 
Baroda State and to destroy the Britich ascendanoy in Gujarat. Malhar 
Rao died a prisoner at Bombay 


The Convention of tho 16th Mareh 1802 was reduced to # formal 
Treaty (No. VII) confirmed by the Gaexvar in 8 86087916 written agree- 
ment on the 29th July 1802. To this treaty was added a privato engage- 
ment with Raoji Appaji, guarunteeing to him permanently the poet ० 
Minister and extending the protection of the Britiah Government to him, 
his son, brothers, nephewe, relations and frionds. By ४6 14th artielo 
of the Treaty of 38४88619 (१९ 706 Peshwa, Vol. VII) the treaty with tho 
Gaekwar was recognised and acknovledged by the Peshwa. 


The military forces of Barodo inoluded & complement of meroenary 
Arab troops vho, though fow in numbers, ocoupied all the important 
military 7०808 and had, during his atruggle with Kanhoji and Malbar 
Rao, 290४ tho Gaekwar undér arreat.

In May 1874 Malhar Rao voleomnised his marriage with his mistress 
Lakehmi Bai. In consequence of doubts as to the propriety of this mar- 
riage, the Resident was directed not to attend the ceremony. Dy the 
tone of his communications to the Resident on this subject, theo Gaokvar 
ipcurred the grave displeasure of tho Dombay Government. Pive 1100४08 
after the marriage 9 son was born, but the Resident did not participate 
in the ceremonies usually performed at the णाती) ० a legal heir, and 
the course of events subsequently made ॥४ unnecessary for ४९ Govern- 
ment of India to pronounce upon the validity of the marriago. Added 
to these causes of disesatisfaction with the conducet of tho Gaekwar ज 
his treatment of his hrother's yjoungest widow, Jamna Bai, vhom ho 
confined to the palace till her life was endangered, and did not release 
her till he was warned that he would be एव responsible if १४७ suffered 
any further injury. In the meantime the Gaekwar's marriage with 
Lakehmi Bai had aggravated the serious differencos between him and 
his nobles, which had been commented on in the report of the Commis- 
aion; the puy ग the military elasses was greatly in arrear; {06 Sindis and 
Arabs in his 867९106 were fast getting beyond control; and thero 86606 
to be every prospect of ४ robellion. In ahort, no progress had been 
made in improving the administration, notwithstanding the Gaekwar“s 
promises to reform. 

In November 1874 the Government of Indis appointed & apecial 
offioor, Sir Lewis Pelly, to replaco Colonel Phayre, the Resident at 
Baroda, whoee 29780791 relations with the Gaekwar were ०० altogether 
aatisfaotory, and to afford tho पभो every posaible aid in reforming his 
adminiſtration. Colonel Phayre had roported an attenipt to poison him, 
and his auoooscor, Sir Lewis Pelly, was inetruoted to inveatigato tho caso. 
Nvidenoo was brought to light कालो tended च०६ only to subetantiate the 
oommiseeion of the attempt, but to throv auspicion on tho Gaokvar him- 
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१६. An enquiry was deemed eential; but, having regard to the ante- 
०९१९०६७ of ६06 Gaekwar, the discredit thrown on his character by भर 
report of tho Commision, and the weight of the evidence brought to 
light, the Government of India were of opinion that the enquiry would 
be condueted under disadvantages if Malhar Rao remained in the poæi- 
tion of Gaekwar, and that it would be improper to continue friendly com- 
munications जा him pending the investigation. It was thereforo doter- 
mined to auspend Malhar Rao from power, and to assume on behalf of 
tho Britich Government the administration गं the State pending the 
result of the enquiry. Troops were accordingly sent to Baroda, Malhar 
Rao was arrected, and > Proclamation (No. XXVIII) was iscued an- 
nouncing his suspension and the institution of धोऽ enquiry. It was 
announced at the 88706 time that, vhatever the resulta of the enquiry 
might be, 8 Nativo administration would be re-oetablished at 2397008. 
The charges against Malhar Rao of instigating the attempt to poison 
Colonel Phayre, of holding इश्ता communications with certain Rescid- 
enoy servants, and of giving पन bribes for improper purposes, wero 
investigated एक» Commission composed of the Chief Justico of Bengal 
as Precident, and Sir Richard Meade, Mr. P. 8. Molvill, Maharaja 
Scindia, tho Maharajs of Jaipur and Sir Dinkar Rao as membera. The 
Ruropean members considered the charges proved; but Seindia and Sir 

Dinkar Rao found the graver imputations not proved, vhile the Maba- 
raja of Jaipur thought that Malhar Rao was not implicated in any 
0 the offences charged. 


Meanwhile, independently of the enquiry into the attempt to poison 
Colonel Phayre, much additional proof of Malhar Rao's unfitness णि 
power had been accumulated. As the Commissioners were divided in 
opinion, the final decision of Her Majesſty's Government was 110४ based 
upon the report of the Commission, nor did 1४ assume that the result 
9 the enquiry had been to prove the truth of the imputations against 
the तककः; but, having regard to भा the circumatances relating to धल 
affairs of Baroda from the date of Malhar Rao's accession to power, to 
his notorious misçonduet, his gross misgovernment of the State, aud his 
evident incapaeity to carry into effect the neceasary reforms, it was 
reolved that Malhar Rao chould be deposed from the poeition of उकम 
war; and that he and his issue should be precluded from all rights, 
honours and privileges appertaining thereto. 


A Proclamation (No. XXIX) to this effect was iasused on the IOth 
April 1855, and Malhar Rao waa deported to Madras. प्र died there in 
1882 withont maſe 18876, 078 807 by Lakehmi Bai having 27966००० 
0170 in 1880. His widows, Mahalsa Bai and Lakehmi Bai, returned to 
Baroda tarritory. The former dieod in 1908, and the latter in 1916. 


The VOovornment of India, heing deairous to rark their 99786 of tihe 
loyal corvices ० Khandi Rao Gaekwar in 1867, acceded to the 76410601

ablo porson upon vhom to confer the Baroda State. Her choice fell 
upon Gopal Rao, 9 descendant of Partab Rao, 80 of Pilaji Gaekwar; 
and he was installed as Gaekwar of Baroda on the ध्र May 1816, undor 
the name ० Sayaji Rao. Sir Madhave Rao, पला serving at "606, 
08 appointed Diwan, aud brought the administration into an efficient 
atato. Maharani वे 909 Bai died in 1808. 

8०16 of the provisions of the Opium Agreement of 1820 having been 
allowed to fall into abeyance, it becamo necessary to put the opium 
arrangements with Raroda on a more satisfactory footing, and a settle- 
ment was arrived at in 1878.

It was suhſsequently arranged, aa 9 tentative measuro, 
that this Agencey should exercise jurisdietion in civil suits against the 
States owning the railway, गोम the cause of action chould have urisen 
in the area of the Baroda lands. 


In 1880 the State ceded (No. XXXII) full jurisdiction, short of 
sovereign rights, over the lands required for the Rajputana-Malwa Rail- 
way vwhere it passes through the northern division of Barods. 

In September 1881 an Agreement (No. XXXIII) was concluded by 
vhieh the Goverument of [ताह in consideration of an annual payment 
of 8. 8,76, O000, agreed to 7916886 ४6 Gaeokwar from his obligation, uuder 
Article 8 of the Supplemental Treuty of 1817 (No. XVI), ४6 maintain 
the contingent of 8, 000 horas.

by which the Court of the CGantonment Magistrate 066४106 hound to exe- 
९४७ and 8९756 decrees and zsummonses from any of the Gaekwar's OCourte. 


In 1889 the Gaekwar delegated (No. XXXVI) the necescary juris- 
dictional powers over the lands within Baroda territory passed through 
by the Mehsana-Viramgam Railway, the entire ९०8४ of the construction 
of whieh he agreed to hear. एण the purposes of the exereise गं this 
jurisdiction, the lands were declared एङ the Governor-General in Couneil 
to bo subjeet to the laws and Courts of Viramgom taluka.

99 the Government ग India laid down that on all isolated railways 
constructed, ग to he consſtrueted, by the Gaekwar in Baroda territorv 
over which the State has been allowed to retain jurisdiction, all British 
subjects employed on such railways have the right, पाभ cases in which 
they are concerned पापल the Railway Act, of making representations 
to the Resident at Buroda, vhose advice will be duly attended to. The 
Government of India further reserved to themselves the right, in case 
of nécessity, of assuming complete jurisdiction on any ण all 9 the 
Gaekwar's railways.

Central India Railway, on the understauding that, in the event of ४6 
latter railway being taken over by the Britich Government, the Baroda 
Darbur would be allowed the option of bearing the capital expenditure 
of the portion गं the line pasaing through their territory and thereafter 
. 8८७ in perpetuity with the Britich Government the profits or lozs 
on working, in proportion to the capital contributed. In October 1904 
the Baroda Darbar finally decided not to avail themselves of the above 
option. The Company alao agreed ४ pay to the State the fair valuo 
of the earthwork vhieh had been completed as 8 meaaure of 1901116 
relief on the Baroda portion of the line. Iu 1903 the Darbar ceded 
(No. XLIII) full and exclusivo power and jurisdiction of every kind 
over the lands in Baroda vhich wero, or might thereafter be, occupied 
by the Baroda-Godhra Railway. 


In 1902 an arrangement wan made with the State for the aupply of 
१४१० ण the Ajwa woter worka to the civil population of the Barodu 
Cantonment.

In 1903 the Baroda Darbar agreed to restriet the cultivation of hemp 
to the amount required for homo consumption only, either as ४ 19100६6 
or as an artiele of industrial valus: on the understandiug that, if at 
any time the home-grown drug should be insufficieut in quantity to meet 
local requirements, tho State should bo permitted to import the defioiency 
and ६0 recoivo a rofund of threo quarters (increased in 1917 to पान्न 
fourtoentha) of the duty levied on the drugs 80 imported; while, if the 
State 80001 deaire to extond the cultivation of hemp for other indus- 
trial purposes, and to export the produots 80 obtained, it cbhould not bo 
deharred from doing 80, Tho Stato 8180 agreed to assimilate its ayater 
भ cultivation, 8216, taxation and control of hemp druge, 80 far as local 
eircumatances would permit, to that prevailing in धर Bombay Presid- 
eney, and to adopt measures for the prevention of amuggling. 


In 1907 > Conference was held at 6 28४7068 Residency, when various 
०१४७ in disputo betweon the Baroda Darbar and the guaranteed लाप 
8198 were sottled, 8906 by mutual ugresment hetween the parties 60५ 
cerued and others by amicable settloment between the Resident and tho 
97०09 Darbar. Ono of the pointa divcusaed vas a propoaal to hold an 
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Alienation Inquiry into the lande held in Wanta, with & view to ascer- 
taining the liabilities of these holdings to assessment or additional 
settloment. PDventually, in 1915, the Government of Tndia allowed the 
Baroda Darbar to undertake this Inquiry under 8 set of rules specially 
framed for the purpose, and to carry out the survey 9, the alienated 
holdings. Sinee 1915 the Goveornment of India have allowed the Daroda 
Darbar to levy 10681 cess and cotton cess 07 the guaranteed Giras and 
प ४०६४ lands situated in theo Baroda State: and since 1921 somo of the 
Oirascias and Thakurs have been allowed, by mutual agreement between 
thhe Baroda Darbar and themselves, to exercise cortain powers of muta- 
tion of names in respect of certain landa alionated unconditionally. 


In 1908 ४ reciprocal arrangement was made between the Govern- 
ment of India and the Baroda Darbar by which decrees passed by Civil 
Courts in Dritish India, and कङ्‌ those established or continued by the 
authority of the Governor-Oenoeral in Council in the territories of the 
09008 State, are executed by the Courta of the Baroda 81४४८ and vice 
४९१४4. Since 1897 & similar arrangement has existed between the 
Government of India and the Baroda Darbar regurding the servico ण 
ſummonses issued by Civil णा Revenue Courts. 


In 1909 the Government of India agreed to the proposal of tho 
87049 Darbar to post Daroda State Polico at the various Railway 
Stations on lines on which jurisdietion had been ceded, with the object 
of co operatiug with the Railwav Police in watehing for criminals and 
zuapicious characters. 


In 1912 the Government म India admitted the दगा ग the Puroda 
State to levy income tax from the officials of the Imperial Postal Depart- 
ment employed at ०8४ offices in Baroda territory. 


In 1912 and 1913 the Baroda State coded full criminal (No. XILIV) 
४१५ partial civil (No. XLVI) jurisdictiou over the lands in the Amroli 
Division ण the State dccupied by the Khijadia-Amreli-Ohalala and 
Dhasa-Khundla Railways. This arrangement 88 extended to the 
Ohalala-Dhari section in 1917. |

In 1916 the BSocretary of State sanotioned the construction by the

In 1921 un Agreement (No. XLVIII) was concluded between the 
Baroda Darbar and the Rombay, Baroda and Central India Railway 
Company, whereby the Company undertook the working of the Gaeb- 
war's Mehsana Railways. The Agreement is terminable on the 3181 
Mareh of anmy year, after not less than twelve months' notice. In the 
same yenr the Government of India sanctioned the estimate for the cou- 
struction by the State of the Petlad-Bhadran Railway, on condition 
that the Gorernment of India शातते have the right of first refusal to 
purchase the Britiah aection of पाल line धात thot, in the event णं that 
right not being exercised, the Government of तात ahould [परह the 
right to control auy other negotiations णिः its trunsfer.

Up to the time of their retrocession, the Oantonment 
Magistrate at Baroda had exercised magisterial powers over these 1998, 
in subordination to the तल Magistrate of Broach; since their retro- 
cession, the Husur Deputy Collector and Magistrate of "€ First Olass 
at Broach has exercised the same powers over them. 

In 1923 the Baroda Darbar entered ऋ a reciprocal arrangement 
with the Government of Bombay regarding the periodical payment of 
pensions, provided that the amount of euch such payment is not less 
(ढा 78.

In 1926 the Baroda Darbar entered, tentatively for & period of three 
vears, into & reciprocal arrangement with the Governinent of India 
regarding relief from double income-tax. It was agreed that, where 
income-tax is charged on the same income both in Britiah India and 
in the Baroda State, the total relief to be given shall be equivalent to 
the tax at the lower of the two rates of ४6 tax imposed, and that the 
Government of India and the Darbar शना euch give ४ rebate of 0911 
of ४४७ lower rate. This arrangement has been extended ण्‌ to the dlaet 
March 1931. The arrangement does not apply to the offeials of the 
Posts and Telegraphs Department serving in Baroda territory. 


In 1927 the Baroda Darbar ceded jurisdiction over the 19108 in the 
State occupied by the Kalamba-d herria extension of the Billimora- 
Kalambe Ruilway (No. LI). 

In 1929 the Government of India agreed to the issue of denatured 
881४ to agriculturista in Gujarat Haroda (not in Amreli Division and 
Okhamandal) on the strength of permits issued by the Subas of Baroda, 
Navaari and Kadi Divisions of the Baroda State, where British duty 
puid salt is consumed by the subjecta. 

In 1929 the Baroda Darbar accepted rules“ for theo export of aalt 
by 869 from tho Stato. 

The area of the Gaekwar's territory is 8,130 equare miles; the 
population, according to the Census of 1921, 2, 126,622 ; and the revenue 
1 1926-26 was 1.8, 2,37,06,786. 

Phe military forces of the State 0005४ (1926) ० 1,600 Oavalry, 
3,182 Infantry, 98 Artillerymen with 7 eorviceable and 37 unserviceable 
guns, and 2,689 Armed Policoe. Thoro are no treaty provisions as to the 
trength of the Baroda military forces; but in 1881, on the installation 
of the present Gaekwar, the military forces wero 70186 over to him on 
the understanding that no materiul change should be made in their 
numbers or conatitution without the assent of the 08) Government. 
In 1929 the Goveornment of India suspeuded this stipulation. In 1885 
the Government of India consented to ४ proposal that the number of the 
Gaekwar's mounted troops ahould not in future exceed 3,000 of vhich 
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only 1,000 chould be regulars. In 1887 the Oovernment of Indis agreed 
to an addition of 6500 regulars, thus bringing the total sanetioued 
etrength of mounted troops up to 8, 000. Since that date no 10616886 
of any पणत्‌ has been sanctioned. 


The Chiefs of Oxhumandal. -The district of Okhamandal, in the 
extromo west of Kathinwar, is peopled by WVadhil Rajputs, and by 
Waghers, vho are a mixed raco of Muhummuduns aud Hindus. The 
circumstances that led 10 the conquest ot the dietriet by the Britiah in 
1816, and 1६8 ९688810 to tho Gaekwar by the Treuty of Novembor 1817
